FARM LABOR 
BILL PASSES 

The assembly has given Governor Edmund 
G. Brown's landmark farm labor bill final 
legislative approval on an overwhelming vote 
of 64 to 10. 

Brown will sign the bill this week and it 
will take legal effect August 28, on the 91st 
day following the close of the special legis¬ 
lative session on farm labor. 

Senator John V. Tunney, (Dem.-Calif.), 
who was visiting Sacramento, said the bill 
could provide the model for a Congressional 
farm labor bill for the nation. 

The bill, designed to bring an end to a 
decade of agricultural labor strife, will pro¬ 
vide state-supervised secret ballot elections 
in which California's 250,000 farm workers 
can pick a union to represent them, or reject 
unionization. 

Passage marks a political coup for the 37- 
year-old governor, who played a major 
negotiating role in bringing antagonistic 
groups into accord on the controversial bill. 

Brown glued together the main features 
of the compromise the night of May 6. On 
May 19 the special farm labor legislative 
session began. The measure passed the state 
Senate in its final form on Monday on a vote 
of 31 to 7. 

Brown's compromise proposal, contained 
in Senate Bill 1 by Senator John Dunlap 
(Dem.-Napa), was backed by the United 
Farm Workers, Teamsters, California Agri¬ 
cultural Council, the State Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and the California Federation of 
Labor, AFL-CIO. 

The measure allows harvest-time strikes 
and some limited secondary boycotts. 

It creates a five-member State Agricul¬ 
tural Labor Relations Board to oversee the 
farm worker elections. Each board member 
will draw a $42,500 annual salary. 

Assembly passage came after almost an 
hour of debate and a series of futile Repub¬ 
lican amendments designed to weaken the 
bill. 

Assemblyman Howard Bemnan (Dem.- 


Beverly Hills), lead author in the Assembly, 
said the measure would "solve one of the 
most complex and controversial problems" 
facing California. 

A Chicago lawmaker, Assemblyman Rich¬ 
ard Alatorre (Dem.-L.A.), said farm workers 
had struggled since 1962 to gain control of 
their economic destines. 

He urged an aye vote "in the name of 
justice, in the name of human dignity," add¬ 
ing the bill's passage will "signal a new day 
for the poorest of the poor." 

Final passage drew praise for Brown from 

legislators and parties interested in the issue. 

A statement from the E. & J. Gallo Winery, 

long boycotted by the UFW, congratulated 

Brown "for his arduous and successful efforts 

to secure general agreement" on secret 

ballot elections for farm workers.

ARE YOU PASSING UP 
FEDERAL AID? 

Social Security officials estimate there 
may be a million people eligible for supple¬ 
ment security income checks who haven't 
yet applied. 

The federal program, which started in 
January 1974, now makes monthly payments 
to over four and one-half million people with 
little or no income and limited resources who 
are 65 and over, or blind or disabled. But 
the Social Security Administration believes 
there are still a lot of people who don't know 
about supplemental security income and 
might be helped by the payments, according 
to LaVerne Saxbury, Social Security district 
manager in San Jose.

Saxbury. 

The amount of the monthly supplemental 
security income payments people get de¬ 
pends on other income they might have. 
Eligible people with no other income at all 
get as much as $146 a month for one person 
and $219 for a couple. 

California adds to supplemental security 
income payments, and the average monthly 
payment is $235 for one person and $440 for 
a couple. 

People who get supplemental security in¬ 
come payments in California are eligible for 
Medi-Cai, according to Mrs. Saxbury. 








"A Woman Ought to Know" 

Dear Anita, 

I wish to express my objections to the 
Equal Rights Amendment. I am approaching 
my 78th birthday and I can remember when 
men assumed major roles of responsibility 
and women were held in high esteem. 

Chivalry was in vogue. Then came women's 
suffrage, and women lost prestige. Now we 
have the proposed ERA — proposed by a 
militant few. Where is chivalry now?

Dear B. H., 

Unfortunately, many people give the 
Equal Right Amendment credit for things it 
will not do. 

The ERA will have no effect on gallantry 
and the endless debate over who opens 
doors, pulls out chairs, helps with coats, and 
lights cigarettes. The government has never 
passed laws about such matters, and the 
granting of equal rights to women will never 
effect them. 

As Senator Marlow Cook of Kentucky has 
said, "The passage of this amendment will 
neither make a man a gentleman nor will it 
require him to stop being one." 

At the time the U.S. Constitution was 
adopted, women acquired no rights as citi¬ 
zens. In fact, a woman was not a legal en¬ 
tity. She had no right to employment or 
education. There are still many laws which 
restrict women's ownership and control of 
property or their enjoyment of full equality 
of civil and political rights. 

The ERA pertains only to legal equality— 
not social equality. The amendment would 
operate within the guarantees of the Con¬ 
stitution and assure equal legal rights for 
women. It would not deprive a woman her 
right to choose her way of living or a man 
his right to be courteous to other human 
beings.

ONE OUT OF SIX 
CALIFORNIANS A CHICANO 

by LUIS JUAREZ 

Chícanos are the second largest minority 
in the United States and the largest minor¬ 
ity in all five states of the Southwest, ac¬ 
cording to the U.S. Census Bureau's statistics 
for 1970. 

These statistics were not released, however, 
until a Nov. 29, 1971, San Francisco Federal 
Court suit charged that the Census Bureau 
had refused to release its Spanish American 
statistics for the 1970 Census. The suit was 
brought by the Confederación de la Raza 
against George H. Brown, Director of the 
U.S. Census. 

The Census Bureau's previously unreleased 
preliminary Spanish-American statistics show 
the Spanish-American population as of April 
1, 1970, to be as follows: 

Chícanos constitute almost one in every 
six Californians. (3,101,589 of 19,957,715 
Californians, or 15.6 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion, were of Spanish sumace — Spanish 
mother tongue.) 

The number of Chicanos and other Span- 
ish-surnamed persons in California has more 
than doubled (a 117 per cent increase) since 
1970 — 1,426,538 Spanish-surnamed per¬ 
sons in 1960 or 9.1 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion. 

California is the state with the largest 
number of Chicanos; Texas is second with 
2,059,671. The number of Chicanos in Cali¬ 
fornia has increased by approximately IQ 
per cent per year since 1960. 

At the present rate of increase, one in 
every five Californians will be Chicano by 
1975, and one in every four Californian will 
be Chicano by 1982. The Chicano popula¬ 
tion of California is greater than the aggre¬ 
gate population of twenty-eight U.S. states 
and fifty-three nations. 

Los Angeles has the largest number of 
Mexican - Americans in California, with 1,- 
289,311 or 18 per cent of the population. 
Santa Clara County has the second largest 
number of Mexican - Americans, with a total 
of 186,525, also 18 per cent of the county's 
population. 

One in every six residents of the South¬ 
west (17 per cent) is a Chicano. In other 
states, such as New York, New Jersey, and 
Pennsylvania, the statistics are not yet avail¬ 


able, but it is estimated that the population 
of these states, the nationwide statistics 
would be at least 10.6 million. 

Major Chicano organizations (including 
the American Gl Forum, the League of 
United Latin American Citizens, and the 
Mexican-American Political Association) and 
leading Spanish-American congressmen (U.S. 
Senator Montoya, Congressmen Badillo and 
Roybal) contend that the census statistics 
constitute an under-count of Spanish- 
Americans of perhaps as much as 50 per 
cent. 

The existence of an undercount is sup¬ 
ported by the Census Bureau's past admis¬ 
sion of error. In 1967 the Census Bureau ad¬ 
mitted that it had undercounted blacks by 
2.2 million, or 12 per cent, in the 1960 Cen¬ 
sus. 

Moreover, the Census Bureau's 1970 sta¬ 
tistics provided here show an adjusted in¬ 
crease of 1.6 million Spanish-Americans (an 
18 per cent increase) over previously pub¬ 
lished statistics for the same time period. 

Further support for an undercount is in¬ 
dicated by a Dec. 7, 1971, random survey 
taken in San Jose. This survey shows a pos¬ 
sible undercount of 5 per cent of all Chi¬ 
cano families, primarily due to the fact that 
the census questionnaire was in English only. 

Based on a conservative asumption of a 
15 per cent undercount, the California and 
nationwide statistics should be adjusted as 
follows: 

California: An increase of 465,000 from 
3,101,000 to 3,566,000. This would increase 
the Chicano percentage from 16 to 18 per 
cent. 

Southwest: An increase of 919,000 from 
6,188,000 to 7,107,000. This would increase 
the Chicano percentage from 17 to 19 per 
cent. 

Nationwide: Statistics are available for 
only 47 states, but it appears that a 15 per 
cent correction would increase the nation¬ 
wide total by an estimated 1.6 million to at 
least 12.2 million, or 6.1 per cent of the total 
population. 

The 15 per cent correction is possibly too 
conservative. The U.S. Cabinet Committee 
on Opportunity for the Spanish Speaking 
stated that the number of Spanish-Ameri¬ 
cans is 14 million.

que usar medicina preventiva. SIDS no es 
contagiosa. 

Cada madre y cada padre se sienten res¬ 
ponsables de la muerte de su hijo hasta que 
conocen la verdad. 


Se dan casos de SIDS en todo el mundo, 
en todos los climas y en todos los medios 
económicos. 

SIDS no se puede diaonosticar, no se pue¬ 
de prevenir, no se puede curar.

SPANISH HERITAGE IN 
VALLEY PLACE NAMES 

Now that San Jose officially has taken its 
place among the largest cities of the nation, 
surrounded by the other fast growing and 
prosperous cities of Santa Clara Valley few 
people take the time to learn the early his¬ 
tory of this beautiful valley. 

I like to read about the origin of the names 
of many of our Santa Clara County cities 
and their historic associations, too, because 
many of the Spanish names had their origin 
in the glamorous days of the Spanish ex¬ 
plorers and the good padres who founded 
the missions. 

It should also be of no surprise to hear 
that the large Murphy family, whose coming 
marked the beginning of the American 
settlement in the valley, also had a hand in 
the giving of names which are familiar today. 

How San Jose and Santa Clara got their 
names are familiar facts. Nearly everyone 
knows that Santa Clara took her name from 
the first of the valley's missions, founded in 
1877, and that the mission also gave its name 
to the whole county. 

Santa Clara was the first Franciscan nun, 
a noble lady of Assisi, which was also the 
home of St. Francis. 

San Jose, of course, was named for St. 
Joseph, the patron saint of California, and 
since we are talking about names it might be 
added that the broad street which we know 
as The Alameda was originally an avenue of 
willows extending from the poor little village 
on the Guadalupe River to the Mission of 
Santa Clara so that the paisanos of San Jose 
might have shade when they walked to Mass 
on Sunday. 

These are facts easily ascertained by turn¬ 
ing the page of any book of California his¬ 
tory, but origins of some of the other place 
names are obscure. 


Palo Alto means "tall tree," and the name 
was given by an expedition which founded 
San Francisco in 1776. It described a 
memorable tree of the variety to which 
Portola gave the name "Palo Colorado and 
and which we know as "redwood." 

Los Gatos, of course, means "The Cats. 

The name of the city derives from that of a 
Spanish grant "Rinconada de los Gatos and 
the fact that there were many wild cats in 
the hills undoubtedly wa s signalized thereby. 
The first name of this village was "Forbes 
Mill" for James Alex Forbes, who started a 
flour mill there in 1850. 

Saratoga was named after famous Sara¬ 
toga Springs in New York because the waters 
of nearby Congress Springs were of striking¬ 
ly similar composition to those of the eastern 
spa. From about 1851, when one Martin Mc¬ 
Carthy settled there, to 1864, the village 
was known as McCarthysville. In 1863, D. O. 
Mills, Alvinza Hayward, and other wealthy 
San Franciscans began an extensive develop¬ 
ment arolnd Congress Springs. The follow¬ 
ing year, the village was the scene of a 
momentous flag raising. It was momentous 
because in those Civil War days many spots 
in California were hotbeds of Southern sym¬ 
pathy where it was not safe to raise the 
Stars and Stripes, and Saratoga was one of 
them. 

At this celebration, where there was much 
oratory in praise of the Union, of the Red¬ 
wood Volunteers who had joined up to fight 
for its cause, and for old New York, home 
state of many of the celebrants, it was un¬ 
animously voted to change the name of the 
village from McCarthysville to Saratoga. 

Mountain View was a station on the old 
stage route which once ran down the valley. 
Local legend tells of an old sea captain who 
sailed down the bay to a landing near the 
little settlement and exclaimed "What a 
glorious view of the mountains!" The senti¬ 
ment was perpetuated in the name. 

Sunnyvale is the name given by W. E. 
Crossman when in modern times, he sub¬ 
divided what had been a portion of the great 
Rancho Pastorio de los Borregas of Marin 
Murphy Jr., who came to the valley with the 
Stevens-Murphy party of 1844. The original 
settlement was known as "Murphy's Station," 
and it was here that the famous golden wed¬ 
ding celebration of Mr. and Mrs. Murphy 
was enjoyed by 15,000 in 1881—a week-long 
fiesta that has gone down in the annals. 

San Martin was named for the patron 
saint of Martin Murphy Sr., the patriarch of 



that early overland party of settlers. He 
settled on the Rancho Ojo de Agua de el 
Coche, and there, in the words oí an early 
historian, "in grateful remembrance of the 
power which had safely led him by land and 
sea, through so many perils to this haven of 
rest, he built a beautiful chapel, whilh, in 
honor of his patron paint, he named "San 
Martin." 

St. Martin was a kind and charitable 
soldier who lived in France in the fourth 
century. He is the patron saint "of all inno¬ 
cent evonviviality" and a chapel in his honor 
on one of the hospitable Murphy ranchos was 
certainly an appropriate remembrance. 

Campbell was established about 1887, 
when Benjamin Campbell cut up his 167 acre 
grain farm in small lots and put them on the 
market.

THE EIGER SANCTION 

Has just arrived in town. And tor those 
of you who are Clint Eastwood fans, I m sure 
that you are planning to see it. My feelings 
at first were the same, as they have been in 
the past, and run out the first weekend and 
see It. And I did just that. His new film is 
based on the famous novel written by Tre- 
vannian, about the college art teacher, 
Jonathan Hemlock, who is a "hit man for 
the C.I.A. on the side. The reason he does 
such a dangerous sideline, is to buy famous 
paintings by the original artists such as, Pi¬ 
casso, Van Gough, Dali and others for his 
ofn private collection. Incredible? Ah, but 
there's more. On top of all that, among other 
things, he's a fantastic mountain climber. 
And that's what the whole story is basically 
about. I say basically, because there are 
other little sub-plots that find their way into 
the story and work rather well. Mr. Hemlock 
has been called to perform a "sanction on 
another agent, who in the opening shot was 
responsible for the death of one of their 
(CIA) agents. This particular agent is a 
known mountain climber and as the story 
goes on, is to be an international climb. 
Several nations are to be represented, Aus¬ 
tria, Germany, France and the U.S. And 
guess who is representing the U.S.? The 
other agent is to be identified and "sanc¬ 
tioned" during the climb. That is the plot for 
the movie. The idea is right out of James 
Bond, but with an American influence. The 
screenplay is well handled by the three 
writers, with one in particular, Rod Whit¬ 
aker, who is the real Trevanian. The action 
in the movie is fast paced. And that brings 
us to the major problem of the film, it is too 
fast paced. Mr. Eastwood tries to put a two 
and a half hour script into a hour and forty 
minutes. In other words, you are constantly 
being pushed through to the end of the 
movie. Nothing gets a chance to develop, 


especially the characters. The only actor 
who manages to make the best of this hectic 
pace is George Kennedy. He plays the loud 
mouthed, best friends of Dr. Hemlock, that 
gets him into shape for the big climb. 

In short, the movie is paced with sparse 
characterizations and swift, flowing action. 
Unlike the Eastwood vehicles of the past, 
few characters and rich characterizations, it 
is just the anthesis. 

It is too bad that Mr. Eastwood felt com¬ 
pelled to shorten the movie (to the point 
that it loses its point). Just to cram in more 
showings in an evening. If you're an East- 
wood, I'm sure that this view won't sway 
you from seeing it. But when you leave the 
theater you will understand my point.

FRENCH CONNECTION II 

If you saw the first one, you will want to 
see the second. The film stars Gene Hack- 
man again as the gum chewing, foul mouthed 
Popeye Doyle. The movie is directed, this 
time, by John Frankenheimer (not W. Fried- 
ken). Unlike its predecessor, it is not the 
fast paced film. But it does have a lot of 
action, in parts. The second unit was di¬ 
rected by Hal Needham ("Valdez Is Com¬ 
ing," "Big Jake" and "Longest Yard"). There 
are a lot of car chases, people falling from 
buildings and bullets tearing flesh to keep 
the action crowd happy. But at the same 
time, there is a tremendous piece of acting 
done by Hackman. The script is expanded on 
the character and gives Hackman a chance 
to really develop his character, whereas be¬ 
fore, in the "French Connection," it was due 
to the direction and the editing. The best 
example of this, is when, Doyle gets hooked 
on heroin and he's making a comeback "cold 
turkey," trying desperately to get something 
which he craves very badly, a Hershey bar; 
which no one seems to have any notiorf of 
what he's talking about. Because he's in 
France at the time. Everything in the film is 
first rate, with the exception of the photo¬ 
graphy. French cinematographer, Claude 
Renior, uses too many hand held shots, which 
becomes very tedious after awhile. But over¬ 
looking this, the film on the whole is a very 
entertaining piece of work. Well done, Hack- 
man and Frankenheimer!

S! es Ud. propietario de una casa, un 
automóvil, un negocio, obras de arte, anti¬ 
güedades, muebles y otros artículos de valor, 
se ve en la necesidad de tomar un seguro 
para proteger esos bienes o valores contra 
robo, incendio o accidente. 

Hay infinidad de compañias de seguros 
que le venden pólizas, para que en caso de 
daño o pérdida de esos bienes o valores los 
pueda reparar o recuperar. 

Algunas compañias de seguros respaldan 
los daños que sufren sus clientes en forma 
razonable, poco más o menos. Pero hay otras 
que cuando su cliente sufre una pérdida, no 
están dispuestas a pagar el daño ni siquiera 
aproximadamente.

La compañia establece arbitráriamente 
una cantidad y ningún abogado puede cam¬ 
biar su actitud, por que la compañia tiene 
muchos millones, tiene un cuerpo de aboga¬ 
dos especialistas y muchas influencias en 
tribunales y cortes. 

El pagar la prima de su seguro no le da 
más derecho al asegurado que el de recibir
